SAFE BLOWING.

An Immense Amount of Labor Wasted,

Some time during Saturday night a party of
thieves effected an entrance into the office of the
North Pennsylvania Railroad Company, Walnut
gtreet, above Fourth, by forcing open the doors
with jimmies. Once inside, they commenced
working on tho safe in the rear ofiice, first drill-
ing a hole, then pouring in powder and ex-
ploding it by meane of a fuse. The safe, althongh
much shattered,iwas not opened. From some
cauge or other they were unable to lodge a suffi-
clent gquantity of powder in the lining to force
the door open. Giving the affair up ns a bad job
they next proceeded to the front ofiice, and
commenced operating on the safe therein. Both
these sufes are built in the wall. With crowbar
and sledge-hammer they worked for some time
at the door, but although it was completely bat-
tered the lock would not yield.

Not to be baflled, they then commenced tear-
ing the brick work from around It, aud sue-
ceeded in reaching the loing of the safe, whieh
formed another fron impediment. They then
gave over in disgust and left the place, leaving
their tools behind them and not securing one
cent for their hard labor. Had they been suc-
cessful in foreing open either or both the safes,
they would have secured nothing of any value,
as the company owns o private vaunlt in the
Fidelity Safe Deposit Bullding, wherein they
daily deposit all their valunbles,

EASTER SUNDAY,

The Ohaeyvance In the Various Charobos of the
Uity —Approprinte Services—The Decerations,
Music, Kte,

Yesterday, Easter Bunday, was generally ob-
served In various churches throughout the city
by appropriate services, Though the weather
was not as perfeck as It might have been, the
church bulldiogs were genernlly well flled with
wml:m pers, who eutered fully Into the spirit
of the day.

In the ?(omnn Catholie charches the reguolar
Enster services were celebrated with the aceom-
paniments of wastatul decorations and fine musie.
At the Cathedral an immense crowd was in
attendance, and mnny were nunable to obtain
sdmittance. Bolemu Pontifical High Mass was
celebrated by Right Heverend Bishop Wood.
The grand altar and the smaller ones dedieated
to Mary and Joseph were finely decorated with
evergreens and flowers, The musical part of
the gervice was well rendered by an enlarged
cholr and & fine orchestra. Haydn's Mass in D,
No, 8, the mass composed for the coronntion of
Joseph 11, wag performed, and at the Offertory
the Alina Virgo of Hummel was given. On
tiie entranee of the Bishop and his assistants
Mendelszolin’s March from **Athalia” was played
by the orchestra, nod throughout the service
various other musical selections were sung by
the choir. The sermon was dellvered by Roey.
John J. Eleock, aud at the coaclusion of the
gervices tho papal benediction was given by the
Bishop.

In Ehe Protestant Eplecopal ehurches special
and appropriate services were held. In St.
Muark's the floral decorations were most elabo-
rate. Growing and cut flowers were placed
aroucd the chantel in every concelvable posi-
tion. Over the altar a lnrge cross composed of
japonieas sud white rosebuds was erected. The
choral eervices were condueted throughout in
the best manner. The first service of the day
was held at 615 o'clock A M., which was fol-
lowed by a gervice at 1014 A, M., when o ser-
mon was preached by Rev, Dr. E. A, Hoffinann.

At St. Stephen's, also, the floral decorations
were of the most tasteful chnrpeter, The font
was filled with a large pyramid of lowers, com-
posed of camelias, ete., interspersed with hello-
tropes and other delleate-tinted plants, The
general effect of the whole was extremely deli-
cate. In the rear of the altar there wns a tloral
cross, as at St Mark’s, but consisting entirely
of gcarlet jessamines, On the altar and pulpit
¢loths were also arrapged crosses of white roses,
The musiec was of a character suitable to the
occaslon,

At 8t. Clement's Church an early morning
serviee wns held at 6 o'clock. At this ehurcn
the altar, pulpit, and lecturn were hung with
superb white embroidered coverings, white
being the festal color. The font was filled with
the choleest flowers and the altar geemingly
Imbedded with rare greenhouse plunts, A large
white crozs of camelins gtood over the centre of
the nltar. The services were choril thronghout,
ashout fifty choristers taking part. After the
early service a bountiful breakfast was far-
nished for the choristers in the school building
adjoining the church. At half-past 10 o'clock
the church wans ngain entirely fiilled, as it had
been at the early service, when the Litany and
Communion services were celebrated. The
Litany and prayers were intoned by the rector
and hils nssistant, The music of the service was
well rendered by the surpliced choir. In the
afternoon the anniversary of the S8unday S8chool
was held, and the singing of the chlldren was
bearty and good, In the evening another choral
service was held, at which there was a large
uttendance.

Bervives appropriate to Easter were held ves-
terday morniog at the First Moravian Churel,
Franklin and Wood streets. The chureh was
opened at 5 o'clock in the morning, and the
musie of the choir was of the finest quality,
The carly service, though short, was of the most
impreseive character, and the few remarks
made by the pastor were appropriale to the
occasion.

In other churches of all denominations the
day was noticed either by special services or
discourses. The sermons generally Lore re-
ference in some way to the great lesson of the
day, the resurrection of our Lord. The day is
one that should be much observed, and the ob-
servance yvesterday in the majority of cases was
such as will be long remembered by both wil-
nesses and participants.

Toe DrusqQuest Tax Brun.—No definite
netion with reference to this bill, which has
created so much exeitement in this city, has yet
heen taken by either the Committee of Finance
or Councils, further than the refusal of the
committee to approve of the sureties of John
L. Hill, Ksq., who was appointed Collector under
the provisions of the bill. It has been rumored
that the City Solicitor has regquested time to
consider the law upon the subject, but there is
no foundation for such a report, as the attention
of this ofiicer has not been called officially to
the enbjeet. It is understood that the matter
will be the subject of discussion at the meeting
of the committes this evening. Legal gentle-
men state that there is no doubt of the consti-
tutionality of the act, and the only guestion now
secms to be as to the regularity of its passage
through the Legislature. The bellel of those
concerned is that, as the commitiees of the
Legislature bave reported that the proceedings
in both the Senate and House were regular,
the =ubjeet will be dropped, and Councils
recommended to approve the sureties on Thurs-
day next.

IpprorDd STREETTHE CLEANERS BTILL AT
Wonrk.—Although there are no reports of addi-
tiona) deaths among the denizens of Bedford
street or the nlleys and conrts adjacent. the
authoritles are using every endeavor 1o prevent
a reappenrance of the fever which a few days
¢inee wus promising to become epidemic. On
Saturday, at the request of the Rev. Johu Long,
disinfectants were furnished by the Board of
Health, and these have been used to consider-
able advantage, Workmen are still engaged in
cleansing this filthy loeality, and Iv Is believed
that before the expiration of the present week
the thoronghinre and the hovels bordering on
either side will be ns clean as it is possible to
get them, The question of future action with
reforence to this loeality will be fully considered
at o meeting of the Board of Ilealth to be bheld
at noon to-morrow. At this meeting the contract
for cleansing the Twentieth districe will also be
awarded.

MaNAvUNE.—On Main street, Manayunk, is a
drinkery kept by one John Glannon. ©a Satur-
dny night o party of **roughs' gathered thercin,
and after becoming bolsterous with liquor ratsed
aregular row. Chualrs, bottles, glnsses, spittoous,
and table legs formed the weapons, and for a
time the battle raged fiercely. The nolse at-
tracted n large crowd of gpectators, and amongst
them severnl of the Thirteenth district officers,
The latter entered and after much difficulty sue-
ceedec in queliing the disturbance. Une of
them, named Gerhart, in 8o dolng was attacked,
knocked down, and badly beaten.

Amongst a
number of Frinu bequests we find the fel-
lowing munificent gifts of a publlc natare: —

To Crozer Theologleal Beminary at Upland,
$20,000, to be invested by the trustees of the
institution, and the annual income to be used
for the support of fessorship. 'The testa-
trix adds, tbis, with the 15,000 already coatri-
buted, will be nearly if not quite enongh to suflice
for the permanent nuﬁpnrt offone professorship.

To the Protestant Episcopal Divinity School,
in West Phlladelphin, 20,000, (0 be securel
invested a8 & permanent endowment food,
either to create scholarships for yenng men
desiring to m'dﬂ’ for the ministry, or in what-
ever other way the Intorests of the lnstitution
may be best promoted, provided this Divinity
School continues forever under the control of
] the Evavgelical or Low Chureh party. Should

it over panss out of their hands into that of the
Rituallsts or those holding the views of the
High Church party, then thelr title to this sum
of money becomes null aud vold, and I desire
the trustees to pass It over to the ‘*Americin
Church Misslonary Bociety.” 1 do this because
I am consclentionsly opposed to the views and
teachings of this party. 1 think them uoserip-
tural and I cannot contribute towards thelr pro-
mulgntion. 1 here name the Rev. Phillips Brooks,
Rev. Dr. Goodwin, and Rey. Dr. Batler, the two
latter at present connected with the Diviaity
Behool, my trustees and execentors In reference
to this particular provislon of my will.

To the Unlon School and Children's RHome,
the income to be nsed and the principal to ro-
main intact, $10,000,

To the Episcopal Hospltal, the Income to be
used for the annuoal support of three or more
patients, $10,000.

To the Missionary Department of the Ameri-
can Bunday Hchoal Union, the income te be
used in establishing Sunday echools In destitute
scctlons of our conntry, and in aid of those al-
ready existing, $5000,

To Rev. 'hillips Brooks, #5000,

The testatrix aleo directs that after the death

Lewis W. Leeds, of New York, was before the
jolnt special committee on ventilation to-day by
invitation. He is known in this clty as having
been employed by the Government in arranging
the ventilation of the Treasury bullding and the
various army hospitals durlng the war. He was
exnmined for two hours with reference to a
plan which he has prepared for ventilating the
Houee of Representatives, which does not re-
quire the unse of fams, but depends upon
the nalural eurrents of alr, assisted by heated
shafts, as now used In the British Parllament
Houge, and in regard to heatlog, he considers
the great need to be direct radiation, by which
the persons and the olid bodies in the hall are
warmed, and at the same time leaving the air
cool and fresh for breathing., He showed that
his plan combines economy of money with the
accomplishment of the purpose.

The Income Tnx.

Wasmxoron, April 18.—General Negley, of
Penpsylvania, will offer a resolution to-day
directing the Ways and Means Committee to
report o bill repealing so much of the Internal
Revenue act as imposes a tax on incomes.

ever three millions from what Mullett sald was
thie lowest they could be built for. The granite
contracts which are likewise broken up, as re-
ported by the comrmitiee, covered over a quar-
ter million of dollars. The old Treasury ring
that has been so long fed so bountifully by
Mullett is totally demoralized.

The Ceongresslennl Apportionment Bill,
which passod the Hounee to-day, provides that
after the 3d of March, 1871, the House of Repre-
gsentatives shall be composed of 275 memberg.
Members from new States coming in shall be
additional to this number. Any Staté whose
represeutation shall be decreased by the new
apportlonment shall not be affected thereby in
the Forty-sccond Congress. Any State entitled
to additional representation shall send them as
members at large to the Forty-seeond Congress,
Afterwards the number is to be cut down to 275
by leaving out the surplus members from States
not entitled to additional representation under
the new apportionment.
